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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, claims 6-9 in the reply filed on 
8/24/2009 is acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary sl<ill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 6-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Lahann et al {Novel Poly(p-xylylenes): Thin Films with tailored chemical and Optical 
Properties) in view of Vaeth et al {Blue Electroluminescent Copolymers by Parylene- 
Based Chemical Vapor Deposition). 

Lahann discloses forming a film of poly p-xylylenes by CVD using (2.2)- 
paracyclophane compounds as disclosed in General Formula 2 and 3 (Abstract, p. 
4381-4383, Scheme 2, specifically # 2h, 2i, and 2n). 

Lahann does not disclose mixing a compound represented by general formula 3 
and a compound represented by General formula 2 to form the film. 

Vaeth discloses that the p-xylylene reactive intermediate may be copolymerized 
with another p-xylylene, wherein the resulting material is a statistical copolymer where 
the polymer composition is controlled by the reactivity and delivery rates of each 
monomer (p. 5336, Col. 2, Scheme 1). 
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It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
invention by applicant to mix the compounds (monomers) of Lahann in order to form 
copolymers as suggested by Vaeth wherein the polymer composition may be controlled 
by the reactivity and delivery rates of each monomer. 

Regarding Claims 7-9, Lahann discloses the claimed compounds (Scheme 2, # 
2h, 2i, 2n) 

Thus, claims 6-9 would have been obvious within the meaning of 35 USC 103 
over the combined teachings of Lahann and Vaeth.
